And it will ft ill be the more 
Wonderful, if this be done /y a Ptrfon 
of no extraordinary Capacity or Lear-; 
ing \ if it be aljobyone , that had i 
tkir an Averfton from , thin a Propenftoti 
to it i and especially if tht remould be no 
Encouragement from Without , but all 
manner ofOppofition was thence to be ex¬ 
pelled.

reriour, and a Stumbl'ng-bock even 
to the more InuriOlir Chriltian* 'Thit 
will be the more Admirable fl ill, and bc- 
jjteak our examination and attention, os 
to this (mall Apologctic.il Treatife far 
the Etcrimy and Uiuvcrfalitv of the 
Divine Love. IVhere by all the a for cfa id 
Difficulties , with the mo ft con(sderabl: 
Ohjedions of the Learned Arheilts and 
Tftrilts, either againft the Nature and 
At tributes of the Deity, or agaivfl the 
Creation it ftIf , or Thirdly, again ft the 
Authority of the Scriptures ; will 
he made to l ani'h as of them fines, and 
like Wax to null before rhe F/rc. For 
hence it will be feen how God was Love 
from the Beginnings Horv he is Love at 
preftnt , even in the Day oflVrath and 
Aiferys and how he \vi]i be Love nuto 
the End. It will be feen, horv all that 

Contrariety 
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Contrariety and Mutability, which have 
been before reprefnted , arc not in God, 
or derivable from Cod$ who is the very 
Same Unchangeably, towards every one 
of hit CrealnresNow at this very infant , 
at he was the firjl Day, yea the fir\l Mo¬ 
ment of their Creation $ and that he 
will.anf/ tnuft be theSante towards them , 
even h wards every Individual of them, 
for all Eternity of EUrnitics : And that 
in HimUlf he remains the fame Yeflcrday, 
to Day , and for Ever, Love without End, 
and the Roi'J{ which cannot be mov'd"-, 
while yet in Nature he may not. Impro¬ 
perly , with refpcci to Vulgar Apprehcu- 
(tont, be /aid to vary, and fo to move 
himftlf this ll'ay or that tVay , according 
to the different atffeflions, PaJJions 
and Alterations either in Man, or in 
any other Intelligent Creature. It will 
be alio Jeeu , how the Righteoufneft. Ho - 
linejt, and Mercifulnefs of God may 
come to be perfc&ly Harmoniz'd 5 how 
the Order and Beauty of the Creation, 
and of his whole Gee oniony towards An¬ 
gels and Men, nssy be diflit clly Dif¬ 
fer ud j 
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cernd ; how the Sacred Authority oj 
the Scriptures may Lc preftrv'd Invio¬ 
lable , again ft. the Attacks of its ns oft ro • 
tent Enemies and bow even all what¬ 
ever may fee m the suoft to Oppofte , (hall 
but f rve to a greater , higher , and more 
glorious A/an if eft at ion and llluftration 
of that Love of God , which enduretb 
for ever , when all Scenes , Shadows 
and Occidents ftsallpafs away . 

Which if after many Revolutions , 
iEons* and Tranfient Circles of Dura¬ 
tion , it »;j; rr/'z/j i/jc Juft ice and 

Truth of Gael to bring about , /w A/'/ 
G/or; 5 /cl // not ('cent flrangc to us, if 
this Mifoge of Peace and Good Will 
from Him unto All, f that is , unto every 
one in their Order, and according to 
the Degrees of their Alienation) be 
call'd the Ever luffing MelJhge, and the 
Gofpel of the Eveilalti- g Love. For 
if it be the Declaration of that which 
was from the Vscginning, even before the 
Foundations of This World, and that 
thcTree of Good and Evil was planted 
in si : then may it, met Links, not unfitly 
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be call'd Everlajling Backwards. And 
if it be alfo the Declaration of That 
which it to be, even after the End and 
Confummation of it, when that Heaven 
and Earth f)all have pafs'd away, then 
may it on the other fide be call'd too Ever¬ 
lajling,that is EverlaflingForwards . So 
that if the Meff age prove butTxwtjhisTi- 
lle mflcnboibJidcj becowpciible with it. 

Now that it may foTrue, and that 
after various Revolutions adjudgment 
may be at LJl fw allow'd np in Victory, 
I dare Appeal to the mofl Rigid Oppofert 
of it, to examin their own Hearts, whe¬ 
ther thiy would not find there fonte Re¬ 
lent ings towards tbeirOffcndingBrother, 
after a mofl long end grievous Pttnifb - 
nsent, inf/Sed upon him upon their Ac - 
count: J dare Appeal to the Cufioms of Ad 
fevtn Barbarous) Nations, to thofe that 
are call'd Common and Irma’c No¬ 
tions i to the Early Traditions of Man¬ 
kind in general, and of the Church of 
Chrijl in particular } and to the very 
Procedures even in Human Courts ofju - 
dicat sire, and the Manner of Soveraign 
b Princes 5 
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Princes , Whether all Punifbmcnts ought 
not to be for foasc End , for the good ei¬ 
ther of the Criminals thcmfelves, or of 
Others , or of Both: and ivhetker alfo 
there may not pojfibly be a Referve for 
Mercy , both in, after Judgment. 

Who is it that can fet Bounds to the 
Almighty, and can fay unto him , That 
he ft).ill not Difpenfe with the Rigour of 
his own Law, or alleuiate the Severity 
of his own Sentence (* Allowing even the 
moji Rigorous Interpretation of it) but 
that the Fiercenefs of his Wrath J!)all 
endure bcy:»d all Ages of W orlds, and 
that he J/.u/l not be Pacify d at l.tjl to¬ 
ward t the I Vor!{f of his Hands} ll'hat 
he has done, he may do again : and that 
he has both moderated his own Law, and 
found room for Grace, even after the 
Sentence of Condemnation has been Pro¬ 
nounc'd , numerous In fiances from the 
Holy Scriptures might be produced. And 
that this is not in the leaflDerogatory to 
his Ejfential Truth, but highly Confl- 
Jient with it, will be nsanifefl to every 
Impartial Eye in the above Diflin&ion 

°f 
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of GOD in Himfclf, and GOd in Na¬ 
ture. For that in Hiwfclf he varies 
noty moves not , is not Angry } Con - 
dent ns none : but in Nature he may be 
Jjid to Vary and to Move } and in it , 
as corrupted (that is , rcsssov d farther 
from him, its right Centre and Biafs) 
to be Angry, and by Cossfequcsst to Con - 
desun whatever is Oppofttc to him. ivhich 
Wrath therefore , and Cbndcsssnation % 
not being founded in the FjJenti.il 7 ruth 
of the Divine Nature , but being succrly 
Accidental, and grounded in the Cos:- 
traricty, Vanity , and Mutability of the 
Creature it doth not appear , (however 
exprefs'd it may be) that it mult bcEver- 
Ijfiingy in the flriflefl Scnfc of the IVord. 
Nay it doth appear , that it ought to be 
Everlajling only in that Ground.in which 
it Jiandfy or in a lower and loofer Scnfc 
of the Word. 

Now if this lower Scnfe be not exprefy 
againjl Sicripture and Naturey and may 
ferve to vindicate the Retfitude of God 
'againjl the great efi Encsssies of Religion : 
however Frightful it sstdy appear to feme , 

it 
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H is humbly hoped , that very few , if 
arty, will much condemn it in their cool 
and calm Thoughts. But that it is net 
againji the Scriptures , 1 leave the Cri- 
tick*, and all thofe that undcrjland the 
Propriety of Either of the Originals to 
Decide. They that underjlaucl the Lan> 
guages y in which the Scriptures were 
written , are here the only Capable 
Judges: and let thefefpeak. Some of 
them have alrcaly fpol{(n their Scnfe,and 
thefenfe of Antiquity. And Per font of 
the rnojl celebrated h ante , and h/ghejl 
Dignity in the ejlallijh d C hurch 0/ Eng¬ 
land and Ireland, have made no con¬ 
temptible Advancements hereto. Which 
they would never certainly have done, 
had they feen in the Scriptures , what 
fume do thinly they fee there. 

And that it is not againji Nature , I 
leave all the Natural rhilofophers , and 
as many as have any Under (landing in 
the Principles of True and Jolid l'hyfi- 
elegy, to determine. And furrly there 
may he ffitnc IT arrant able Prejudice a- 
gainjl the Contrary Jcnt insets* (ofajlritf 

Eternity, 
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Eternity applied to a Dying Life , or 
a Living Death) at not according to 
Nature, when the Natural/ fit are by the 
Ataintaincrs of it fo getter ally Decried, at 
they are , for not believing it. 

It matters not what Names tbcTca• 
lots of any Party do fix upon what they 
have once received an Averfton againll. 
Truth will be Truth y andError will be Er¬ 
ror, under whatever Dijguije they paft. 
If Scripture andNature be not againli us, 
we hope we fiyill not be afraid , or ajhaw'd , 
though we Jhouldhave as many Opponent / 
as either Origin, or Aihanafius had. 
Neither jhall the Nime of Origen be at 
all matter of confitfion, if objected. There 
if a Letter of Refolution concerning 
Him, known well enough to have been 
written by an Eminent and Learned 
Bijhopy and Printed in the Tear 1661. 
That muil be firji confuted , together with 
other Authors of no meats NameJbeforc wc 
jhall be ajham'd of this Great Man. But 
whatever it might be that gave Juch 
Offence its him, wc jhall not therefore be 
fo over folicitovfy as to fiy into the Ad- 

verfe 
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verfe Party, or to Condemn hint, with¬ 
out a pill Hearing, or perfect ZJndcr- 
ftanding of what he maintains as to this 
Point 5 being well convinced , after long 
Examinations^hat ihcOppofit DoHrinc, 
or the Grounds upon which it doth ft and, 
and only can Hand, would in ft: duly Lad 
us, if followed, into the Ucrcjtcs of the 
MamcheeSjC^ Anthropornorphitcf.Bof/; 
which they who moft eagerly affert it, 
do with the grcatejl Deteftation abo¬ 
minate. And therefore it would he a 
piece of great Onchar it alien eft, as well 
as Injujlice, to charge them with Conf¬ 
luences, which are not rrcfeutly, or to 
every one Difcernible : and which they 
do condemn as much as tic others. Jfc 
cannot now ftund to examiu into the 
Origin of I heft groft and pefliftroui Er¬ 
rors ^ both ariftng from the fame Sourfe, 
though looking different ways. But the 
Pillars hereof arc perhaps no where fo 0- 
vertund as in this Little Treatife : as 
may , if Demanded, be made good. 

And indeed however the Scriptures 
may a ft rib; Humeri Pafftons to God, it

is mojl certain that they cannot be Dn- 
dcrjlood, until ire fee through all thefe, 
and behold that he it a Cod who chan- 
geth not: Soalfo however they may af- 
cribc, Evil, Mifery, Vengeance and the 
Curfc to Cod, it it not pojfible that any 
thing of this nature Jhould be undcrflood, 
as it ought to be j until ire can Jee 
through all this, that he is Soveraign 
and Abfolute in his Will. tor if the 
Contrariety to his Will can ever ceafe, 
then muji Evil and Mi fry re at an End, 
which eloproceed from that Contrariety. 
And if his Will be indeed Soveraign and 
Abfolute, (as it is “Unchangeable.) All 
Contrariety to it, in all manner of Spi¬ 
rits, mujt at lafl ccjfc j except we could 
conceive that God could Will both Parts 
of a ContrddiQion.or would Create Be¬ 
ings that might Oppofe.and War againjl 
Hin/felf Eternally. Let but his Will 
then be allowed, to be Superiunr to the 
(ajfcrtcd) Liberty and Supremacy of 
that of the Creature, and that there is 
no Co-eternal contrary 11 ill Dncerated^ 
and the Natural and Eafte Confequencts

“ fore doubt thou not, but Salvation (hall 
“ gain the Victory; for Love’s Kingdom 
“ will fwallow up all Kingdoms that under

an amazing Vifion, that made me conli- 
ccr aud weigh well, what was meant here¬ 
by, 1 being lefc ftill in fomc Douar. 

111. Then it was thus further revealed, by 
C HR 1ST the Lord himfclf, who drew up 
my Spirit very near unto him, laying these 
words, “ Doll thou marvel at thisTull aud 
“ p erf cot Redemption by me ofall Creature.; 

C a lt i.i 
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in Humanity, What wiit thou fay, if the 
11 Love of the immenfe Deity foall open yet 
“ more wonder hilly and deep, to as to reach 

the Fall of Lucifer and his Hierarchy, rhat 
“ they too may reduced be to their firlt pri- 
u rmry Glory and Excellency. At which 1 
v.\>s oil into a /i lent Wonderment, fay ing in 
my f'.lf: Ltn/ y :A;o has awp'ehsndedjr fathom¬ 
ed v bni th- invncnfe Leze of a God may bring, 
fertbiSoJ returning again into myhodilyScnfe, 
1 began then to entertain a certain Belief 
hci'o f, and learched the Scriptures, what I 
could iincl to make this our. 

IV. Then were opened to me fcvcral Scri¬ 
ptures, concerning the Kcflotation of Mau- 
k'm f as rhat to the Fom.W . v.14,11,19,11. 
which were vcryLmphatical to that purpofc: 
wit.h 1 Cor xv. v. 2Z. As in Adam sill Jit, 
f>> in ('hrijl fhaii ALL be made and that 
1 Tim. ii. v. 6 . where it is livid, that he was 
f hf/t a Ra.tfom for A L Z., to be teflified in due 
rim So that thclc Strictures, withicvc- 
ral others, did a little confirm me. 

V. Bat then 1 could not farislic my fell 
concerning the fallen AngAs, ns not Hading 
Scripture ground, to clear up their Reftiru- 
rion, that had brought all this Milchief up¬ 
on Mankind. And 1 had no way to inform 
my llndcrftHiding, foas to fee, how tin's 
Ir.-ich could he made up from Scriptyrc 

ground, 
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ground: but l referred my fclf to the mere 
immediate Revelation of God s Mind herein. 
And io I parted it over, laying nothing of it, 
till I kid a further more clear Evidence: 
which was in the Year 1Then 1 had a 
freih moving and enkindling upon my Spirit 
concerning this general Redemption,and luil 
many times Hints and Evcitemeuts b> the 
Spirit, to attend this Miniteffaricn, and nor 
to neglc& it i tori had this word tprung up 
in me: Ncplccl not to /o;-t into this Thorough 
Salvation , fir though it ban been a .i.ytftw 
f r o>n Ape r Jealccl and unltnoiP/i ; ytnni' ;V 
th; Age and Time for its Publication. Which 
drew my Spirit forth much inro the En¬ 
quiry •, for I knew no ether wav to be re- 
lolvcd than by that Spirit, that fearchcsrhc 
deep things of God's Conn tel: which Spirit 
did drive me to deep inro this immenfe I.ove, 
that I was, as it were, all ever cioathrd 
with ir. 

VI. Then it was thus with me, that if l 
was to publifh this large Difpoai'ation of 
the Low, How lliall 1 do lor Argumenrsto 
thengrhen it againlt all Oppolec: i Thus 
freely communing with my Lord a bo u this 
Matter, it was laid tome, Fear u:t. b t fro 
teed and po on to vindicate the h-'und’efs Lze of 
tbv Creator, and;be furious IForth aid ll'dpbt 

(f the J.kod oft l 'y t\t le'wrr. \Y ho proiujte.l.lr 
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vtould be mth me, to oven tbnt irhich b.n been 
locked up in the Eternal Secrecy. _ 

VII. Tho controvcrli.il Points is a ft range 
and unplca&nr Work totnc, bccaulc 1 am 
wrapt up lb much in die fweet Love Har¬ 
mony , tlut 1 care nor to enter into any 
Coated, but am fatished in this unlhak.cn 
and foundational Truth: Yet for the falce 
of fuch as do carncllly delire to be informed, 
and refolvcd in this Matter, as being of a 
tender Spirit, out of allBittcrncls, Rallmeft 
and Fury; and who Handing in a Chihlijlr 
Simplicity, arc willing to have the Mind of 
God unfolued,or fearched out; 1 find my felt 
engaged to give forth, what has been io 
freely communicated to me. And being it 
is a Matter of that Moment and Concern, 
wherein God himi'clf requires the clearing 
up of the deeper, and yet more hidden Re¬ 
serves of his Good Will and Love: So by 
the pareDi&atc of JiisSpirit, I Hull goon 
to fix the Pillars and Foundation of the Cre¬ 
ation by the Second A D A M, by whom all 
things arc ro be renewed. 

VIII. Now whereasir is charged,tlut Re 
demption is to reach no I'mther,rlun to iiicli 
a Number as do receive and believe in (..brill 
while in the Body, that then, if they fail 
of it here, they arc dcftiiiatcd to an ever 
laftinc Damnations tlv's 1 deny as to that 

Ltcniiry 
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Eternity of Puniihmcnt which is by them 
n\eant. Beaufe thofc Scriptures mentioned 
for the Confirmation of the Never-ceding 
Torments, arc properly to be under flood 
but ter Ages of Time. Which indeed may be 
long and tedious enough, according as the 
licight of their Tranfgrcflions have been 
here: So will they find that Worm of their 
acculing Conl'deuce cannor ccafc, till the de¬ 
terminated time, when the ccleftial Love- 
fire fliall break forth to extinguiih it. For 
it has been litric underftood or known,wine 
the Purgation Work will be,and how much 
is to be done in orher Regions and Worlds: 
bccaulc it hath plcafcd the Father of Lights 
to referve and conceal, what hath, is, and 
lliall be agitated there in tilde iuvilible Re¬ 
gions. 

IX. Therefore let none be lb Rafit as to 
judge, that nothing more is to be known, 
titan what has been reported of: for God 
doth nor bring forth or reveal his Counfcl, 
and the whole Extent of his Mind all in one 
Age, no not in fcvcral Ages: As tor in- 
flancc, wliat lie did reveal in tlic Patriarchs 
days, and the iirft Ages of Time, had i heir 
Cdlation and Period, and lo as cuafion 
was, new Prophdies and Revelations did 
fuccccd, till after Gltrifls time. Now we 
are not to think that tl crc was a flop, as if 
C 4 no 
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no more Difcovcry fliculd be made,of what 
is fiirthcrncedful to be known.Of the which 
many Witneffes both dead and living arc, 
that have further and new Dilcoveries, re¬ 
lating to thcKcftoration. 

X. Now as to that dreadful Sentence,that 
many do pafs for all Eternities, It is very 
much to the Impeachment and Violation 
both of the Juflicc and Truth of God, which 
is not to be violated: for God gave that Eter¬ 
nity of Life and Being , from Himfelf into the 
Creature. And tho’ Sin, as an Accident did 
happen, being awakened by the fubtle I11- 
troduccmcnt of the Serfent , and fo became 
a limited Tranfgrcflion -, which did admit, 
thatfuch fhould rc.ieft in their Life-time, 
that Grace that brings Salvation-, yet this 
is but after die Similitude of the Sin, under 
the Old Law and Covenant for in the Nr;r, 
God undertakes to blot out all Tranfgrcflion 
and Sin, and to be a Law of Life written 
within. And this hands firm, while the 
other Covenant is nullified. So tint toaffert 
this is very Injurious to the Grace of GOD: 
for tho’ he may punifli for the Sin of Vri¬ 
le lief, (which is the grand Iniquity,) and cha- 
ften and rebuke-, vet it is reckoned hut as 
for a Moment, if you compare ic with the 
many Circles of Eternity , bccaufe it is bur iufi 
With God, to fa vc and recover what is of his 

oirn \ 
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omi i which can never be Annihilated: And 
that is the Br«itb of his Life, and tJic Efit nee 
of his own Being. 

XI. And then it would be alfu exceed¬ 
ingly IciVcning of the Love Benigniry in the 
ManircUation of the great GihCbnjl J E~ 
SVl S, that lie lhould be lb very weak and 
incapable to repay, lave and recover, wluc 
was loll bv the 1 ranlereflion of the hrit 
ADAM. ’ 

XII. Therefore let none judge they do 
God right, to make him inch an mveterated 
Avenger againlt liis Creatures, that never 
had known a Being, Kir from his 

them to Be\ and that the Lumal Wrath 
muft cverlaliingly without Ccllation,kindle 
upon them. It would have been certainly 
much more Kiudncls and Favour in the 
C reator, to turn them into a Non entity or 
No-being again. Whence God cannot take it 
well from any, that lhould render him Inch 
an unreconciltbU Father to his r ff ffrin£. For 
though they have proved Reive!; ions, and 
Obftinatc, with great Del'pirefillr.elk to his 
Grace, yet he cannot cealc to be a bather to 
that Eternal Spark and Spirit, that is of his 
own in all Mankind, yea and in Angels roo. 
It isfufficicnt that i'omc are banillicd fora 
Time and Timet : and fume, that have been 
more hiyhly Rebellious, even within the 

Circles 
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Circles of Eternity. Which, I have been 
made to underhand, have their Limitation, 
as it tlies' were in the number of outward 
Time. For the Coulidcration of this Sen¬ 
tence, may iufiicicntly fright any Soul, from 
flighting and neglecting the Time and Sea- 
lint of the Love-offers to them. Thcictbrc 
they need no terribler Sentence than Chrilt 
has parted, J.\p.n from. me ye [Vor^rs of Ini- 
truiiy^ n-her; is lVecfinK «nd f-n fhi'.g of Tee!b, 
LukeXIII. 17,18. Bjt this is not robe 
reckoned, for ever as Worlds withoi|t end. 
Love and Light, I coufcis, is without Limirs 
and Bounds, but Death, Darknefs, Girfe 
and. l\iuifiinienr,mult have unavoidably their 
end and period. For only that, \yhich has no 
beginning, as Love, Wil'dom and Good nets, 
that innit abide and can have no end, and 
mull drown and lwaliow up wlutcver is its 
oppohtc. O that I could peri’uadc, or ra ¬ 
ther the Love , that dwdlctii in me, might 
open and blow up liich enlivening Flames, 
as may devour thefc harlh and inconiidcvcd 
Couclufions, as do make Got! lb uurccoa- 
cilablc to Thar, which is iiTitcd from him, 
as Being of his Being. 

XIV. Let me therefore entreat yqu,\vhom 
tin’s comes to, that you pals a favourable 
Cenfure upon your Fellow-Great lies *, tho' 
you have been& the Beloved 7 ro\and your

obedient before. Tills Gofpel is given me 
to under (land, that it is the Love and good 
will, that is to be preached lb long, titlali 
Regions, Centers, and Worlds (hall be 
given up to the Power, that flnll conllrain 
cm, to yield up themfclvcs to be Metamor- 
jthofed into a new created being. For 
which, O God, ha den thy MelTcngcrs, that 
may proclaim this BIdled Jubilee. 

XVi. But heroic may beohjefted: T/j/V 
Drfirine may be dangerous for to publtflj Vni- 
vrrfully, that after this Life there may be hypes 
of Rejliiution into the fame Glory and Liberty 
Kith the Children of Light. In aufwer to 
this, I Hull refer you to a Treatife, enti- 
tulcd, The Eight iVorldsj&zc. wherein arc 
opened the Degrees of Puniihmcnts and Pu¬ 
rifications in order to a preparation for ad¬ 
mittance into higher ranks and orders be¬ 
longing to to the redeemed. And ns for 
the taking of liberty while in the Body to 
be more highly wild and wicked, we may 
conclude, there will be no fitch occafioii 
taken from thence, bccaufc they mull pal’s 
through ltkh bitter Anguilhcs and Tor¬ 
ments, as is enough to deter any from being 
diabolical in Convcrfation *, as not knowing 
how long their term otSnflcring may he, 
under the Power and Soveraignity of the 
cruel and Jai k Prince, that rules in the aiery 

Region 
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Regions. Now as for inftancc,wc have made 
this observation, that the Doctrine that 
hath been preached of an cndlcfs Mifery 
and Torment, has wrought very little e/hcl 
in frighting or terrifying ’em from their 
evil Courfes •, But it has on the other hand 
run many into dcfpair, and made the dc- 
fperate to run the adventure, being the Sen¬ 
tence is lb irrevocable, as to be reprobated 
throughout all Eternities. Whereas if the 
Love’s Centre were rightly and duly open¬ 
ly, and made manifcft, it would have 
worked far more naturally and kindly, to 
gain upon the Will of thoic that arc per- 
verfe and obftinatc.

line: tliac time they have corrupted ir, and 
mingled with it their Sorceries ; and it) have 
brought the true thing into a difreputation. 
For it is of great conlcqucncc to be under- 
Hood and known. For how many Millions 
arc there of Souls, that depart out of the 
Bodv, in an imferfeti- hate, very fltort of 
reaching to an Heaven - grown - ftaturc, 
being but in pin regenerated ? What dif- 
appointmeuti do they then meet withal, 
when they arc out of the Body, thinking 
they mult directly alcend from Faith to 
Heave;], and then enter into riic Mount 
Sion Kingdom ? But O how few and rare 
are they, that have attained to fuch a de¬ 
gree of a full grown Harare in Chrilt, as 
to come to be glorified with the fame 
Glory Immediately: which muH be attain¬ 
ed to by Degrees •, yea, after they arc fee 
loole from the Body. Therefore it is great 
Kindoefsof the wife Creator, that Middle 
Regions arc prepared for rhe ufc-nt of thole 
Souls, that dye in a Hate , and the 
Jure, tir.ii of thole that dye hi an Evil. 
i iris we fee in Ohrid himfeif: who af- 


rended HrH to Ptrjdif:, before heentred

XVIII. All that 1 have now torequeft 
of the doubtful, that cannot receive rheic 
fayings, is: that they would be dill, and 
quietly wait, till the Central-Love within 
their own Souls ihall open and fpring. For 1 
my i'clf was averse to the taking in of this U- 
nivcrial Dc&rinc: But was always taught by 
Divine nifdotn, not to oppofc, wlnt 1 could 
not reach, or comprehend. So I did ley it 
reft for lomc Years after the Hficn of it: 
and being well acquainted, ar.d walking ia 
fellowfhip, with a very Worthy Pcrldn, 
that had this Sentiment in her, who d.d 
often excite me, to look into it, and own 
it tor a foundational Truth* ami fo to be 
a Publilhcr of it-, I could no way concur 
by peri'wafion from any Creature, till the 
Light, Lifcand Spirit of Chriil fo ftrttigljr 
let upon me, that I could net forbear to 
give lomc Glances of it. Now I did expect 
no Ids, when ever 1 publillicd it, hut that 
it wo'l.l blow up lomc zealous angry 
Flames upon me, as being contrary to the 
common Doctrines preached.^ But 1 knew 
well the Foundation and Ground I ltood 
upon, that tho uncouth, and like a 
grange Vi la go, it fluvuld appear to many: vci 
the Glorv, Bciuiv aval &r:nyth of the 
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JEIIOFAH-Lovc would as Fire drink up 
all the Floods, that from the foaming Sea 
fhouldbc callout upon it. So wait I in 
hope lomcthing of this to fee before the 
Day oi my Life (hill expire. The joy of 
which to fee, will be Trumpeted forth 
among the Angelic . 7 Qjircs. 


XIX. \TOw I go on to proceed to the 
IN Second Point, which is the railing 
of Lucifer with all his Hierarchy, which is 
the great Block of Stumbling, and the 
Rock of Ofknce, as being reckoned an 
ImpoUi'oility, bccaufe they had exalted 
thcmiclvcs above God himfelf, which is 
judged an tinrcconcilablc Arrogancy. 
Tlv.i fore tho 1 have not letter to go upon 
for my Fundamental Argument, to nuke 
this nunifeft, I mull run in the Line of the 
Spirit ofC.hrill.to thcRcvcbtion(which mnv 
come in its time to be by Kim legitimated 
and owned ) according as he did declare it to 
me, for mv further Wonderment. Who 
promifed, lie would make out to mci wliat 
T could not fit ham. And thus rite Spirit 
begin, and opened the WVv and Me ns, 
tint may bring about their s'ejhrjt iu'iwhich 
was to be through many Ages, Revolutions 
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and Viciflitudes that fhould happen, yet 
Unknown to any Mortals, or to thclc Apo- 
(htiz’d Angels rhcmfclvcs, or to any of the 
Inhabitants of their Kingdom. And in 
anfwcr to an Inquiry upon this matter, ir 
was faid, that a wonderful New Created 
Myftery Ihould Open-, for the reducing and 
bringing back, that which was fo far funk 
do wu in co the Dark Abyfs, that had repe¬ 
ated it fclf from the Principle of the Light 
and Love. 

But then it was further by the Rcvcalcr 
of all Secrets Opened to me, that when the 
Final Judgment fhould be, at the Confla- 
gation, and putting an End to tadablcCor- 
pofieties \ All Worlds would give up, both 
Living and Dead-, both the Sea, Hell, and 
the Lakc^ all Regions. Principles, and 
Centres, all Prifons and Manfions of the 
Dead. But this LaftDiflolurion, according 
as it is {hewed to me, is not to be. till after 
fome Numbers of Time bepafs’d over be¬ 
yond thcThoufand Ycars Reign. Then the 
Books of Accounts fhall be opened, and the 
High and Great Saints, (both of the Firft 
and Latter Ages of the World) fhall fit 
as Privy Counfellors and Judges with him, 
and pafs fentcucc in the Pricftly Interceding 
and Merciful Nature of the Lamb: Who 
fhall them then demand, and fet free from 

D the 
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the Dominion and Power, and all torment¬ 
ing Tyranny, that under this dark Prince 
they had funtred. Wherefrom will be 
found Relent ings and Compulsions, with 
a rcadylmbracemcnt of the drawn-our Love- 
crook of the Great and Princely Shepherd 
Now from hence thclc Principalities ana 
dark potent Princes can no longer hold 
them in Captivity, but rnufl yield them 
up to the Redeeming Love. Now the 
tryal and probation will moll deeply 
pierce, to lee thcmfclvcs diverted of all 
that fiery Might, and to become lb weak 
and poor, as to have no place, nor tub jolts 
to cxcrciteany Authority upon. T his will 
humble their Pride, and work an incon¬ 
ceivable Mollification. Which when it h 
brought to pals, the high aud noble tin- 
&urin& Virtue, which from Eternal pure 
tJdture did generate it lclf immediately 
from God intothefc Angels at the hrrt, will 
row be rtirred and arrakrned as from GOD 
himfclf,being that which could never becor- 
rupted or loir. And now that mecr Source 
of Light opening makes them fee, what 
lofty haughtinefs they luve fo many thou- 
fand Years, in a fcomful derilion to God, 
continued in •, fo that now' they would wil¬ 
lingly embrace, whatever might tend to 
their Reconciliation to God their Creator. 

Then 
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Thco it was flirthcr opened to me, that 
the Myriads of thofc holy and good uingel j, 
that attend the Throne of the Father, 
they having fomething more of a Syvipathi- 
'Kjne Nature (being all of the fame Order, 
ana crated out of the lame CeldHal Mat* 
terj will be made hereto Inftrumental-, 
God giving them Commillion, and liberty, 
to minilter unto them, and to make known 
thercadincfs of the Eternal Father of their 
Spirits to entertain and receive ’em again 
upon their Abafement, and crumbling into 
fdf-Nothingncls. And alio the Eternal 
Virgiiv/T</tZjffJ, without whom nothing 
was ccncratcd/bcars her pare herein of a 
Mother-lndulgcncy to thcle fallen Pincipa* 
litics. This is forefeen as nuking np rhe 
Greateft Wonder of Wonder.*^ tint ever 
God brought forth himfejf in. in changing 
and altering the Ficrccncfs, Pride and Ar- 
rogaucy of thefc Rebellious Powers into a 
mildandgentle conftitution of Spirir. For 
it is aeainft all Contradi&ion, that the 
Ground-work lies fo deep in thefe fallen 
Angels, that he mu ft upon the concluding 
Scene of all his various and manifold Work 
ings of Wifdom reftorc and gather to him* 
fdf, what is purely of his on n EtTence; 
nullifying and making void all the evil Pro* 
perries, conrraftcd to that pure fparj: cf 
Da his 
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his own Eternity. W hich, being by an im¬ 
pregnable Love-Fire , rifmg from chat centre 
of Love, (as the breath ot GOD,) invilibly 
blown up, continues and devours all the 
’Diabolical flatter. And fo they arc hereby 
let free, and arc made to bow,and pay their 
obedience to the Gieat Shepherd, and 
Prince of Low and Peace\ making Appli¬ 
cation that he their liuerccifor may be, that 
they may be admitted into their ancient 
Throne of Dignity. ThoyccCHRlST is 
not aftigned, or need, to a lib me their Na¬ 
ture-, they being of another kind of ex¬ 
igency then otiier corporeal Creatures. 
Therefore the Spirit or the .Triun-Dciiy 
agreeing to introduce themielves into that 
Eternal Part, which was properly their 
own, before they did fall, can only Item 
and turn the Tide of the evil Nature of 
that prided Spirit, that was predominant. 
So that this might be great and marvellous, 
yea, more to the Wonderment of the /.or:*, 
Power and f'VtJdom of God, ilun whatever 
yet has been manifefted. 

XXI. And this further Argument we 
have for the Confirmation of this lkcllo 
ration, that the Eternal EiFeuces of the 
Deity being the Original of their Hrft beta 
they muft return again to their primary 
Angelical Beings: For indeed if they hail 
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been as Gods to chemfelves, and had no 
dependency upon this Supreme Creator, 
then it might be granted, the band of their 
Diabolical Power ami Dominion was indif- 
lblvabic: they would have been able- to 
equalize rhcmlclvcs to God, and never have 
fubmitted to any Superiour Power beyond 
ncmlclvcs. But king their dependency 
is upon that only true God, that gave tficiyi 
their true being, they mull be lubmitting 
and yielding, when Times Numbers (lull 
be linilhed ('as iceing that Mankind was 
inthroned in their Principality: ) when the 
deepcll Deep of a II die Wonders of Love’ 
lhall be broken open, that never were yet 
brought into Minitelt.uion. 

XXII. Whereas it is Queried, Ih.v {halt 
they reexter New Thrones., uj Princely sin^els 
‘0 bf fixed To this it is anfwcred: 
God has fuch infinite Spaces of Eternity in 
the Angelical Principle, as to create and 
erc£t Nerr Thrones to place them in, yea,- 
or to Ilrcrch this Angelical Principle wider 
as he fhall fee lit. All which frail make 
lor the exulting Joy to all the new Created 
Beings. Per if there was fo much Joy at 
the return of the Prodigal, and the Un¬ 
righteous, or workers of Iniquity , more 
then for the Ninety Nine Jufl l\rfons-. 
What mull needs be dien tor rhe return

and prided Angels, that have fo many tnou- 
fand Years art routed their kind and loving 
Creator? What have we more to fay to 
this, hut to admire the Heighth, Depth, 
Breadth and Length of the Love, that pal- 
fes all Knowledge and Underttueding •, 
when Chrill (hall deliver up all Kingdoms, 
Powers and Principalities, tlut lb the 
LORD God Omnipotent may Reign over 
All, through All, and in All. Who 
would not rejoycc this laft Jubilee the 
Trumpet found hereof to hear, which may 
put an end to all Woes, Curies, Eternal 
Deaths-, thac no more Sorrow, Weeping 
or Wailing there may ever heard be, in 
any Principle, Centre of Region through¬ 
out all Ererniry ? Even fo has the Tea and 
Amen fet his Seal to this, as a true and un- 
Yiolable Ptophcfic, thac (hall have its ful¬ 
filling, when Ages of time (hall be finifhed 
according to the Council of the Triun- 
Dcity f 

XXIII. And whereas it may be objected, 
That there it a neceffuy fir the Fedeevier to 
take upon him the Angelical No: ure for the 
fallen Angels, before they can be. re fired. In 
anl'wcr to tfiis,- it is thus given: rlur it is 
more proper to the Father of Sprits for 
this rcafon, bccaufc the Angels had never 

any 
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any fuch Corporeity as Mart for their 
Cloathing: and alfo for that-then Ckrijl thalL 
have Deliver'd itp the Adamical Kingdom to 
the FATHER. Therefore for their Keftitu- 
tion, there mu ft be the concurrence of the 
whole Deity in another Order, than for 
that of Man \ as their Order of Tranf- 
greflion was alio Different. And as Chriji 
was the Creatine-Word, by which the An¬ 
gels were created at firftj fo now again the 
Second time he, in the Father, doth move 
that My I lay, whereby the Re-introducing 
flfhirnlclfm a Spiritual way will be, blow'- 
ing up thole Eternal EfTcnccs, whereby 
they may be recovered to their nrft prima¬ 
ry Exiftcncy. For the Foundation of his 
own being in them, can never be nullified, 
or mideati Non-Entity. 

XXIV. And rho ir has been by the Wif 
dom of God permitted, that they ihould 
remain in their Diobdical Nature,to tempt, 
and open the Myfiery of Iniquity •, that fo tnc 
various Wonders might come to be mini 
felted from the dark Principle: yet this muiv 
laft no longer, then the limircd Bound.: 
know'n to Cod. VVhich tho I dare not po- 
litivcly conclude the time of the en / of their 
Reign and Kingdom in the evil lhvpcity : 
yet it has been glanced into me, rh n their 
Reiteration may begin in the doco Years 
D 4 from 
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from the firft Creation, wherein God’s E- 
tcrnal Reft >vill be in the Nf/r Creation* as 
it was in the Old. Wherein the Old null 
pafs away, and «U things become new. So 
that there (lull be no more Deaths, Tor¬ 
ments, Sorrows, Anguifhes. For Chrift 
will deliver up all Kingdoms, Powers, and 
Principalities clear, pure, and free from all 
Anxieties; that only GOD may be in all, 
and through all, delighting and plea ling 
himfclf, to fee his Family confiding or 
Angels and pure perfect Souls about him. 
For all that was evil muft now be 1 wallow¬ 
ed up in the perfection of Goodnefs- For 
it feems very much contrary to the Nature 
and Being of Goodnefs, Love and the So- 
veraignity of a Power, if he lhould have 
permitted the Stream and Tide of Sin and 
Puuifliment to remain as cvcrlaltingly as 
himlclf: whofc Originality conliftcrh in 
nothing, but lmmcule Clarity, Light ami 
Love •, and will undoubtedly reduce all that 
he has created into the lame Being with 
himfclf. Thus Hull the Trinity lit down 
in the midft of all Kingdoms, Worlds and 
Regions with Joy, Pleafurc and Glory, 
with their Ranfomed and Redeemed Ones, 
who (hall indeed li g a new Song of Praife 
and Laud, whichever before was fung. 
moftglonouHy, to him that ever was, and 

never 
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never can ceafc to be LOVE throughout 
all Eternities. Thus I have given you a 
true and lairhiul Account of what has been 
by the Alpha and Omega opened and revealed 
tome: but 1 feck not to impale it upon 
any further, then by the lame Light it 
may be made manifeft. For it is out of my 
Element to conrcft points ofCoutrovcrlic, 
but only this I otter to be conlidcrcd by fuch, 
as man humble Enquiry into the Myltcrics 
and deep of Cod's Counfels arc found; that 
they may hereby come to a lbuud and right 
judgment in what relates to the Eternal 
Father of all Spirits, that Right may be 
done him, as to the Uuivcrl’aliry of his 
Love. 

XXV. And whereas fomc highly illu¬ 
minated, who have great Veneration for 
Jacob 'Bthmais Wfirings do object, That he 
in his Principles feems to contradict this U- 
niveriality as to rhe apolhtiz’d Angels; l 
mnllown, that Jacob Bebmen did open a 
deep Foundation of rhe Eternal Principles, 
and was a worthy lnitruniou in his bay. 
But it was not given to him. neither was 
ir the Time for the unfealing of this Deep. 
God has in every Age lbmething ltill ro 
bring forth of his Secrcrs, to lomc one Gift, 
to fomc another , as the Age and Time 
grows ripe for it. And having met iincc 

wit 1. 
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with fomc pretty deep Arguments from 
an Illuminated Behmift , that thinks he has 
fuch ftrong Arguments from Nature and 
Scripture, as might overturn the final refti- 
tutiou ot'thc fallen Angels, this I take no 
otfencc at, fo far as i find any fcarching 
out tor the Fundamental Truth. Where¬ 
in I do molt tenderly embrace them, de¬ 
siring to hold the indilTolvable band of 
Love-llnity with all thofc of Goon-will 
in the lapfcd Creation. Neverthclcls I mult 
take liberty to maintain, w r hat is expected 
from God our Creator: which is, the 
Vindication of the Eternal Purpofc and 
Counfel of his Will, in making manifeft 
that LOVE, which is called the verfef} 
thin?, tint mud iwallow up all, tnat is 
im per fed; which will be in the fulnefi of 
Time, or Ages of Times, when he flail ga¬ 
ther up, and five all, that is loft. 

XXVI. But here is one main Objection, 
that appears very notably to be grounded, 
ziKj Tlur the R%t cfSinw.is from Ezerlajl- 
in?, as God himfelf is. Now as to this mat¬ 
ter we anfwcr thus: by denying that God 
gave a Being to any thing out of himfelf, 
wherein the Roor of Sin was found. For 
Lucifer was created out of pure Eternal Na¬ 
ture, with his whole Hierarchy, being of 
'he. fame Mold as thofc Angels, that have 

nor 
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not left their firft Habitation as thefe did * 
but only awakening and blowing up a 
Source,, wherefrom an afpiring Ambition 
did anfc to make thcmfclves as Gods, or, 
at lead, Independent on God. And tho 
there was no Larv } according to what God 
had given to Adam^ by which Law Sin and 
Difobedience was known, yet there was a 
Lair in Eternal Nature ^ which confided in 
keepingall in Harmony and Government. 
The darknefs in God diu not jar againlb 
his Light, neither the Anger againlt the 
Love: (Admit, there was Anger in 
God: yet) it all concurred together to il¬ 
literate the Immenfe Love and Goodnefs. 
So that nothing of this evil coaid be find 
to be Evcrlaftingly generated from God into 
the Angelical Principle: from whence 
they were brought forth, as otic of the 
Womb of die Eternal Morning. But they 
leaving this meek, foft and gentle Nature, 
awakened in thcmfclves a monftrous Shape. 
And horp came thin to jafs! bv trying and 
proving the flrcngth of their Fire-Spirit, 
now far they could extend ir, as to tiic 
Soveraienity of Power, whereby they 
would have equalized them (elves to their 
Creator. Which finding thcmfclves to 
nuTsyand to be difappointed in,this awaken¬ 
ed in them Envy: and fo they would re¬ 
venge 
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vcngc it upon the limplc Innoccncy of A- 
dam. But here loling their hold alio, they 
mutt give up to him, who challenges the 
right to all Eternal Spirits. So that, tho 
God has permitted for Numbers of Times, 
that this dark Prince mutt reign, rule, and 
have his Kingdom, in this World and Aierv 
Regions-,yet it Hull be for no longer a term, 
then tlut the various Wonders as well out of 
the Light Orb, as the dark AbyIs be ma- 
nifefted. Which fhali'all ferve to l’ct forth 
the Fathomlels Depths of the Love An¬ 
gelical Principle, with their Wonderss 
when as Lucifer (lull be enthroned again 
in high Pomp through Humility and Pu¬ 
rity. For lie did but leave bis Habiiaim , 
(Jude v. 6.) but not fo, as never to it to re¬ 
turn again. God having referved this tor 
an aftouifltiug Wonder, beyond all that 
could ever be conceived. Nay, thole 
that were chicfctt in Scorninng, and Dil - 
daining, and Blafphcming againtt the Lur, 
Hull be the Subjects, by which it (lull be 
proved to Invejuve l'uch an endle/s /lopth, 
as no created Beings could ever hopfcor be¬ 
lieve for- Therefore let it not be reckon¬ 
ed lmpoHiblc for God, to uncloath that 
jhdnff and monjlrons Figure , by which 
they had made thcmfdvcs Dr.ih : Or hard 
for him to nuke bare and naked his own 

pine 
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pure Angelical Eflencc in them, as it was 
frjt generated,by making them pafs through 
the Eternal Womb, wherein they were 
lirft conceived, and fo appropriating there¬ 
by to them their bright Angelical Image 
and Nature again, in order to be admitted 
into the Fraternity of the reft of their fel¬ 
low Angels. Here cannot be unfolded the 
Joys, and Praifes, and Glc.-rics, that the 
whole Heavens will be filled withal, when 
they ihall be inflalled into their Jirjl Dignity 
with tire greateft Humility, which their 
Churning ihall be. But before this comes to 
pals, there will many Age; of ihange Re¬ 
volutions happen i till the utmold variety 
of all amazing working Powers ihall be 
made manifold both in the dark Abyfs a:;d 
and rhe Light. 

XXVII. And whereas it is fa id : That 
ike Dctils are fohieb , that ihey trill entertain 
no Treats trirb Gut concerning fubjetlion ; It:; 
true, 1 grant, that they *>?, and vmjt be 
fo yet i till the fulnefs of time ihall ripen 
the Plants, of what arc in God's Store to 
be brought, her not any think, tlut the 
higheid Diabolical herccncis and pride ihall 
out dare Cod’s Grace, Pity, CompalTuxt 
and Love-, tho the Diabolical Spirits be 
chained together as links of Iron, vet there 
is a Burning Furnace, that they fhall be 

Power 
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aft into, by which the Hammer of the 
Power (hall beat, melt, and bring them in¬ 
to that Figure, that CoJ has afligned them 
unto by the Flaming touch of the Deity. 
So that nothing of the Diabolical and Ve- 
nemousEvil ot Sin will remain. Which 
cannot be reckoned to be as Ever!afting as 
God : but it rnuft be undeniable, that it 
mull have its Period and End. For which 
God has prepared a ftrongcr Antidote, then 
the awakened Po^fon was: which will make 
a Cure through a#God’s owncrcatcdBcings. 
Yea, though the Dragmfb Spirit exalt it 
fclf never lo high, yet may his Wings come 
fo to be clipped, that he may be no longer 
able to overpower, and bear away this pre¬ 
cious Healing and Redeeming Tin&urc-, 
but Hull he forced to fall and (ink down 
before the Michael- Might, whereto Victo¬ 
ry and Salvation do of right belong. 

XXVIII. And whereas it is further ob- 
jefted , concerning the Punill.ment, that 
Cbrift's Sentence is everhifting, an { that th t 
IVim dies not, and the Fire /V not quenched: 
Here it may be demanded, How is this to 
be underftood? Verily, this only can be 
through the divine fpcfb.clc of the Eter¬ 
nal Spirit, that fee; into God’s deep, and 
doth interpret bis meaning. Accordingly it 
is (hewn to me a: thus: that the Serpent’s 

Head 
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Head (hall be bruifed, and the ftrength of 
that Life be annihilated •, and the Worm, 
■which is the Stine of Sin, (hall be changed; 
and the Diabolical Nature driven out* 
through the Root-offence of the Deity, that 
wi.l revive into its firft pre-exiflingmcckncfs 
of Purity and Love. So that it may be 
concluded, that tho the Worm may nor be 
faid to dye, but lives as long as this State, or 
even as Time it felf, endures^ yet it inall, 
when Time (hallccafc, be changed bv that 
invincible Power, that trar. (mutest things 
into its own Being and Lffvnds. For if 
the vile Bodies (hall be rent wed and made 
tranfparcnt and glorious; So by the crca - 
ting Omnipotency the rile Spirit, with all 
its Ciabtlical Properties, (hall be brought 
)into a new Deiformty. Por fays the Tea 
and Amen •, Behold, 1 will make all things 
nem : Nothing (hail be left outj which 
Word includes the Whole of all Created 
Beings. 

XXIX. But whereas it may be objefted 
further, that the dark Fire-Sjirit mufi re¬ 
main , or elfe there could be no fubjijtinZ of the 
Light, being the Strong Fire is the f-oot of the 
Light, and confequenlly CHRIST n itb all 
the Adamical race mould be removed, if this 
Jhould be taken an ay. In ar.i'wtr to this, I 
grant it is true, that the ftrong Fire is the

witnout it.But this remained in God with¬

But when God 
created the Angels, and they were branched 
out diltiudlv , then they found where 
their Might and Strength was: and iii 
awakened, t hat they could not fathom the 
Nature and Conlequcnccs of. Hereby the 
band of pure Eternal Nature, being bro¬ 
ken, and the Eternal Forms feparated, davk- 
nefsand Wrath got the Superiority over the 
Light and Love in them. W Inch was no 
more, then an imperfed ad of a created 
Being, after the Work came out parted 
of the Creators Hand.

Therefore whatever 
they have budded upon their own Founda¬

Temporary in them mull fall •, But that 
which is Natural and Eternal (which is 
a tctivlcncy in the WiU to u d) ilia:l again 
fpring, and exert it frif from the pure and 
per felt Particle and Lft'cnce, tlut remains 
unchangeable in them *, tho under the vail 
and covering of Darknefs, which cannot 
comprehend it. So that it may be faid: 
Hell, Death, Dcftru&ion and the Lake 
are ot thcml'elves •, but Help and Remedy 
is in him. who is the Firfl-lnm ot the Crea¬ 
tion : and who as he is the Alpha not only of 
the human Race, but all'o of the Anfelical 3 
wherein he ftooci before •, So he Js to be che 
Omega in their Reftoration andConfumma- 
tion. Whoferi/dbr it is to redeem all that 
is loft; their Fall being a fo/iinhis King¬ 
dom: which he has all Power to repair 
and recover. So that the Fire remains the 
Root of the Light, as it was inGod in Uni¬ 
ty and Harmony, and fo it muft be in all 
Worlds without end. 

XXX. And tho it has been, and may bp 
for fcvcral Ages, as an unpayable gujf and 
partition Wall, yet the Great rdlorcr of all 
things will break through and make a pafc 
Cige by himfclf: and will he the leading 
Way to all Eternal Souls and Spirirs.into- 
E thole 
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thofc New Thrones, and Manfions prepa¬ 
red for them. 


XXXI. VjOw 1 ftiall ooncludc this point, 
TN as having given forth the 
whole Counfcl of God, as it was opened to 
me, which I doubt nor hut will fatisHcfuch 
as are humble true larking Spirits, that de- 
lire to know the Extent and Latitude a' 
God’s Love. I have only this lequclf, 
caution, and counfcl toofier : which is no: 
not after the wcaknclsof F/e/Z', but aciord- 
ingto the Wifdom and Light of the Eter¬ 
nal Spirit. From which all arc warned, to 
ccafcfromwlut has been traditionally re¬ 
ceived ngainft this point, and not to take 
up any Weapons of War a gain ft the God 
of Love, in bounding that, which isbound- 
lcfs v For in io doing,he cannot take it well. 
Iris much better taken to contend for the 
firlf indijJohMc Rand, whereby all blilv 
ful Unitv and Harmony may be rciloni 
again,in the condndingpart of variotisSccno.
